Per several prior surveys, the plastic plug in the found pipe was stamped “PRALL LS 10234”. The letters are no 
longer legible, but we assume that the pipe was set by Prall. An undated and unsigned sketch on file in the Monroe 
County Surveyor’s Office as RSID 002123 calls for an IP set, but we’re fairly certain that the sketch was prepared 
by Raymond Graham, not Nelson Prall. In any case, a survey of origin to definitively explain the origin of the pipe 
was not found. The pipe first appeared in the modern survey record in 1995, and has consistently been accepted as 
the corner on subsequent surveys.

GNSS observations (Javad Triumph LS Rover) or radially with a conventional total station (Nikon Nivo) from points 
established by GNSS observations.
